RUSSIAN EXILE 


OF NOBLE BIRTH 
DIES IN STABLE

Chester, Pa., Sept. 17.—John Joseph 


Schnecki, said to have been a mem- 
ber of the nobility of Russia, died in 
a cow stable here yesterday. He came 
to this city 3o years ago and has since 
lived under the name of Joseph Sal- 
omon. According to Joseph Koleski. 
who was his life-long friend. Schnecki 
was the youngest son of Baron La- 
Dislaus Schnecki. who owned large 
estates along the Volga river in Rus- 
sia, and was exiled from his native 
land in 1S78. Koleski. who is a nat- 
uralized American citizen, said that 
"Count Schnecki" had three times re- 
turned to Russia but each time he 
was driven back and finally had de- 
cided to remain in America. 


For a time the "Count" had receiv- 


ed large remittances, 
Koleski 
said, 


but of late years they have been very 
smnll and upon several 
occasions. 


Sobnecki had been in dire financial 
difficulty, finally dying, 
it is 
said, 


from tuberculosis brought on by ex- 
posure and

The appointment of a general com- 


mittee of Sve interested persons un- 
der the direction of an able campaign 
manager to direct the publicity and 
educational campaign planned by the 
South Side Citizens' Association was 
determined at a meeting of the asso- 
ciation held Tuesday night at 
the 


Baptist chapel at the foot of South 
Third street. The meeting was at- 
tended by more than a hundred South 
Side citizens, besides many interested 
residents from the territory north of 
the railroad. 


A number of stirring speeches were

cost of constructing the subwa>s as 
proposed in plans adopted by the city 
council.

Wulfhoon to explain to the "meeting 
the financial end of the improvement- 
Mr. Wulfhoop explained that the en-

APPEALED TO 


HIGHER COURT 


Judge T. B. Fulton granted a writ 


of mandamus in the case of Patrol- 
man C. O. Burke, late Tuesday. In 
which the court requires Safety Direc- 
tor Collier as head of the police de- 
partment, to show cause why Burke 
has not been restored to his position. 
The writ is made returnable Oct. IS. 


The petition, filed by Burke's at- 


torneys. Fitzgibbon, Montgomery and 
Black. Li. C. Kussell and Smythe & 
Smythe, represents the first appeal 
from the decision of the civil service 
commission, since it upheld Collier In 
discharging Burke, after the court had 
once reinstated him. 
The complaint 


recites that Burke was appointed Jan- 
uary 11, 1907. and that he served on 
salary until July 29, 1913; that the 
civil service commission on August 19 
rendered a decision sustaining Safety 
Director Collier in his finding of dis- 
missal after conducting a hearing on 
charges preferred by Collier.
